SAVED GEN. COCKRELL'S LIFE 


Brother of W. W. Herold Did at the 
Battle of Corinth. 


The death of form er Senator F ran ­ 
cis M. Cockrell, whose funeral 
was 
held at W arrensburg Thursday, re­ 
calls to W. W. Herold, the w'ell know n 
realty dealer, a thrilling incident told 
by General Cockrell to Mr. Herold at 
a Confederate 
reunion 
at Moberly, 
Mo., twenty-five years ago. 
As the story was related, a brother 
of Mr. Herold, Jam es 
R. 
Herold, a 
m em ber of company C, Second Mis­ 
souri regiment, saved the life of Gen­ 
eral Cockrell on Oct. 4, 1862, on the 
second day of the fighting in the bat­ 
tle of Corinth. 
Cockrell’s brigade w'as wending its 
w*ay up a hill tow'ard the Federal en ­ 
trenchm ents, 
and 
passed 
through 
some thin timber. The men were ad­ 
vancing in 
crouching 
position and 
had silenced all the batteries of the 
Federals save one. 
G eneral Cockrell, 
mounted 
on a 
m agnificent steed, was directing 
his 
men, when suddenly 
a 
cannon was 
trained on him. Kicking his foot out 
of his saddle stirrup, Cockrell drew' 
his x>istoi from its holster and looked 
about him. Mr. Herold was standing 
upright by his side and when the shot 
w'as fired it was Herold who w'as hit, 
saving the general. 
Mr. Herold was

member of the 
sharpshooters, and w'hen he itll, Gen­ 
eral Cockrell commanded, “Up and at 
’em! ”

IMPROVE ROADS BY DRAINAGE 


One of the Most Important Matters to 
Be Considered in Construction 
of Public Highways. 


(By E. L, GATES, Illinois.) 
When it comes to building roads 
there are a good many problems to 
solve and not easy ones at that. Rid­ 
ing along in an auto it is easy enough 
to say when you strike a smooth 
stretch, “this is fine,” and turn on a 
little more gas, but when you hit a 
mudhole and ruts you may get your 
foot on tho wrong pedal and tho road 
commission catches it. 
It takes labor, time, good material 
and money to have good roads. Every­ 
one wants the roads, so we will all 
have to work and spend some of our 
time and money and boost for better 
roads. 
One of the things most needed is 
better drainage for the roads as well 
as for the farms and at this time we 
will confine this article to the subject 
of drainage. 
Drainage is the most 
important 
m atter to be considered in the con­ 
struction of roads. 
Drainage alone 
will often change a bad road into a 
good one while the best stone road 
may be destroyed from a lack of prop­ 
er drainage. 
There are three systems of drainage 
that we can use to advantage, and 
these are undordrainage, side ditches 
and surface drainage. 
Where w*ater stands on a road un­ 
derdrainage without any grading is 
better than grading without under- 
drainage. 
Undcrdrainage is not to re­ 
move simply the surface water bitt its 
greatest help is to lower the water lev­ 
el in the soil. 
Tho action of the sun and wind will 
finally dry the surface of the road but 
if tho foundation is wet and soft the 
wheels will wear ruts and these ge.t 
lilied with water during the first rains 
and tho road becomes a sticky mass. 
An undrained soil is a poor founda­ 
tion upon which to build roads as well 
as anything else. When frost is leav­ 
ing the ground the thawing is quite 
as much from the bottom as from the 
top. If underdrainage is provided the 
water is immediately removed. 
The best and cheapest method to 
secure underdrainage is to lay a line 
of farm drain tile on one or both sides 
of the road. The new road law gives 
the highway commissioners power to 
contract with adjoining property own­ 
ers to lay larger tile than is necessary 
to drain the road and to permit the 
contracting 
parties 
to 
drain 
their 
lands. 
This helps tho roads and at 
the same time is a great benefit to 
the adjoining land. 
Sido ditches are necessary to all 
roads hut no road can be maintained 
with the ditch holding the water un-

It is a great mistake to inbreed too 
closely, as eggs are apt to be weak in 
fertility. 
Better introduce a new cock 
at least every three years, and be sure 
lie is a good one. 
In buying a cock bird, always select 
one that shows every sign ot mas­ 
culinity, good lighting qualities and 
all. 
The drone is useless.

Tile object of mulching strawberries 
in the fall is to prevent winterkilling. 
Winterkilling is usually caused by 
the planes dying out too much during 
the winter months, or ny alternate 
freezing and thawing. 
The best mulch material to use is 
clean, straw; this is placed on the 
plants 4 to 6 inches deep after the 
ground has been frozen. 
In the spring after the ground is 
thawed, the straw is worked around 
♦he plants, writes F. F. McCune in 
Farmers Mail and Breeze. This serves 
several purposes, such as keeping the 
patch ‘re c from weeds, conserving 
the moisture, and forming a clean mat 
for the berries to ripen on. 
After th*' fruit has ripened, the 
straw should ’ 
moved. 


SUPERIOR fEED FOR POULTRY 


Dry Mash Made cf Mixture of Several 
Ground Grains With Meat Scraps 
Is Recommended. 


Anima! 
J ‘c Essential. 
Animal food, iii some form, is neces­ 
sary. Fowls that are confined to yards 
do not have the opportunity to get in­ 
sects, worms, etc. They should be sup­ 
plied with animal food, such as beef 
scraps, ground green bone, butchers' 
cracklings, etc. 
Ten per cent of ani­ 
mal food three times a week is ad­ 
visable. 


A good mash is made up as follows: 
Two parts of bran to one part each 
of middlings, cornmeal, 
ground 
or 
rolled oats, meat scraps or cracklings, 
cut clover, ail parts by weight. 
A dry 
mash is simply a mixture of several 
ground grains with or without meat 
scraps, etc. 
It is best to feed it from a hopper, 
giving a small portion first thing in 
the morning, then closing the hopper 
in order 
to 
keep the fowls busy 
scratching in the litter for scratch 
.ood.

The following appeared in a recent 
issue of ‘‘Extension News Service," 
published by the University of Ne­ 
braska. 
Wide tires build up roads and save 
horse labor, according to the depart­ 
ment of agricultural engineering at 
the university farm. 
They have the 
same effect upon a country road as a 
roller on a plowed field. 
On tile other 
hand, the narrow’ tire cuts up a road 
like a disk. 
It has been found by 
actual test in this department that 
the wide-tired wagon pulls easier in 
ii nearly all cases than the narrow-tired 
wagon. 
In deep mud on a country 
road the wide-tired wagon pulls 6.2 per 
cent easier. 
On the country road 
with a thin Burlace ot mud or deep 
dust, how’ever, the narrow tires pull 
4.9 per cent easier. 
In a cornfield 
the wide tires pull 30.5 per cent easier, 
in a dry alfalfa field 17.7 per cent 
easier, and on a dry country road 10.2 
per cent easier.

appointed last summer, which carried 
on an investigation and fixed the to­ 
tal claims at $2,500,000. 
As about $500,000 would ho paid di­ 
rectly to 
American 
claimants, 
Mr. 
Betts explained that each one would 
receive 20 per cent of his claim. Un­ 
der no circumstances, he added, wi 
the money he 
distributed 
pro rata 
among the claimants. 
If all the claimants in this country

Ne:;t morning put the* fruit 
and tho water in which ’t was soaked 
on the stove, or into a fireless cook­

The cooking process should be 
such as will restore the water lost in 
Evaporation, insure the tenderness 
of the fruit, and at the same time 
make it appear as nearly as possible 
like the fresh fruit. 
This requires 
long, slow’ cooking, hut 
very little 
sugar. 
If sugar is to be added at all, it 
should be put in when the cooking 
is almost done: otherwise it will tend 
to toughen and discolor 
the 
fruit. 
Prunes do not require any sugar at 
all, as the long. slow cooking restores 
their natural flavor and they are then 
sweet e n o u g h for most people, but 
the addition of a little lemon juice 
improves their palatability.

Columbia, Mo., Dec. 18.—Bulb beds 
oueht 
to 
be 
mulched with coarse, 
strawy manure as soon as the ground 
begins to freeze. 
Hubbard squashes are among the 
best varieties to keep through early] 
winter. 
Baked and served like sweet I 
potatoes 
they 
are a very delicious j 
vegetable. 
Clean straw or other 
loose, 
light 
material, free from weed seed, put on 
about three or four inches deep, is 
the best much for the strawberry bod. 
Cabbages are an excellent winter 
feed for poultry. 
The 
less 
salable 
heads should be pitted in the field to 
protect from severe freezing and used 
for chicken feed. 
The fall plowed garden will have 
less undecayed trash and weeds and 
fewer insects and may bi* tilled earlier 
in spring for first planting. 
If you 
neglected plowing, do it yet if possi­ 
ble. 
Sweet potato tubers keep best in a 
thoroughly dry place at a temperature 
of 45 to 50 degrees. 
Irish potatoes 
and most root crops keep best at a 
temperature 
as 
near the 
freezing 
point as possible. 
Tender canna 
and 
dahlia 
bulbs 
should not be stored in deep piles, 
as they may heat and 
mold. 
They 
should be stored in shallow^ boxes or 
on shelves only one layer deep. 
If 
stored where the 
air 
is 
dry they 
ought to be covered with enough sand 
to keep th ‘‘rn from withering. 
Hyacinths-, Chinese lilies and other 
bulbs which are to be forced in water 
or pots for 
winter 
blooming should 
be started in a cool, dark place until 
the roots are well formed; if put in 
a warm, light place at first the top 
growth will 
be 
in 
excess of root 
growth and the flowers will be weak. 
Parsnips and salsify may be left in 
the ground over winter. Enough may 
be dug and pitted out 
of doors for 
use during cold 
periods 
in winter 
when the soil is frozen. An additional 
supply can be 
dug during thawing 
sp e lls in winter from 
time to time, 
and the roots saved for 
spring use, 
remain in the soil until spring. 
In mulching roses and semi-hardy 
perennials, the mulch should not be 
put on thick enough to smother the 
plants. 
Straw' or other light, loose 
material makes 
the 
best 
general 
mulch. 
An inch or two of old, rotted 
manure, however, may be used on the 
surface of the 
ground 
around 
the 
plants beneath the mulch. 
If the blue grass on the lawn is 
getting thin, the best treatment is to 
apply a dressing of manure about the 
time the ground freezes* 
on 
most 
Missouri soils fresh strawy manure is 
best. 
In early spring 
the

parts of the manure may be raked off, 
and a little blue grass seed sown 
ove 
*he bare spots, 
Even on bare,
